In Kin address before a Vancouver audience the 
other day Sir George—who will speak in Victoria 
on Friday of this week—declared that he lost all pa¬ 
tience when he read the history of the diplomatic 
negotiations which once took place before wars. It 
there was shown how a great conflict was made pos¬ 
sible by the prejudices of a mere handful of people. 
“Read the negotiations which occurred before the 
last war," he exclaimed, “and note the few persons 
who participated in them." 

Sir George Foster bates a good deal of his hope 
for the future on the various forces outside of our¬ 
selves that are operating to bring about the new inter¬ 
nationalism. He singles out for special mention the 
Vast developments which have taken place in WSUK' 
years in metns of communication tnd transport, noting 
the beneficial influence which these new facilities for 
personal contact eventually must have upon the people 
of the world, since ignorance and prejudice must give 
way before knowledge and mutual trust. 

The optimism of Sir George furnishes a striking 
contrast, for instance, to the lugubrious outlook that 
is reflected in a speech which Lord Birkenhead de¬ 
livered at a Pilgrims Club banquet in London re- 
c-i-tly.
